YOGURT-MARINATED SIRLOIN STEAK 

144-pound beef sirloin steak, cut 1 inch thick 
‘2 cup plain low-fat yogurt 
1 tablespoon olive oil 
1 clove garlic, minced 
142 teaspoons curry powder 
‘2 teaspoon each hot pepper sauce and salt 

Combine yogurt, oil, garlic, curry powder, hot 
pepper sauce and salt. Place steak and marinade in 
plastic bag or utility dish, turning to coat. Close bag 
securely or cover dish and marinate in refrigerator 6 
to 8 hours (or overnight, if desired), turning at least 
once. Remove marinade from steak. Broil steak 
turning once. Broil 16 minutes for rare; 20 minutes for 
medium. 4 servings, 203 calories per serving. 


CARBONNE OF BEEF 

4 tablespoons flour 
42 teaspoon salt 
8 small cube steaks, or thin slices round steak 
5 tablespoons butter or margarine

1/8 teaspoon thyme

Preheat oven to 325 degrees F. Mix together flour 
and salt. Rub 3 tablespoons of the flour mixture into 
steaks. Melt 4 tablespoons butter. Add steaks and 
brown on both sides. Put steaks in medium size 
baking dish. Add onions to skillet and brown lightly. 
Spoon over meat. Melt remaining butter. Add 
mushrooms and brown lightly. Stir in remaining 
flour. Add bouillon, thyme and cream to mushrooms 
and cook, stirring constantly, until sauce boils and is 
slightly thickened. Drain olives and add to sauce. 
Spoon sauce over meat. Cover baking dish. Bake for 
1‘2 hours or until meat is tender. Makes 4 servings. 


RUSSIAN CHOPPED BAKED BEEFSTEAKS 
144 pounds diet-lean hamburger (fat-trimmed 
ground beef round) 
4 tablespoons plain low-fat yogurt 
3 tablespoons minced fresh (or 1 tablespoon dried) 
onion 
2 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 
1 tablespoon prepared spicy mustard, optional: 2 
cloves minced fresh (or 42 teaspoon dried) garlic 
44 teaspoon coarse cracked pepper (or more, to 
taste) optional: 1 tablespoon drained capers (or 1 
teaspoon salt) optional topping: 1 large sweet 
onion, halved and thinly sliced 
Combine ingredients except sliced onion topping, 
if using. Allow mixture flavors to blend 10 minutes 
while you preheat the oven to 450 degrees. Spray a 
non-stick metal cake pan (or other metal pan) with 
cooking spray. Shape meat mixture into 4 oblong 
‘steaks’ and arrange them in the pan. Bake 
uncovered without turning, for 10 to 12 minutes. If 
desired, stir sliced onions into pan in the last 5 to 6 
minutes of cooking. Makes 4 main-course servings. 


GREEK-STYLE BEEF IN PITA 
1 boneless beef chuck top blade steak, cut 1-inch 
thick 
3 teaspoons olive oil, divided 
V4 teaspoon salt 
‘2 cup green pepper strips 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 
1 clove garlic, minced 
4 teaspoon dried oregano 
42 cup onion slices 
1 to 2 halves pita bread 
Plain yogurt 


Partially freeze steak to firm, about 15 minutes. 
Slice steak across grain into 44-inch strips. Combine 1 
teaspoon olive oil, lemon juice, garlic, oregano and 
salt; add beef, turning to coat. Heat large frying pan 
over medium-high heat, add steak strips and stir-fry 
until browned. (Do not overcook). Remove, keep 
warm. Add remaining oil and green pepper to frying 
pan, cook and stir 3 minutes. Stir in onion and cook 2 
minutes. Add steak strips and just heat through. 
Serve in pita bread. Top with yogurt. 1-to 2 servings. 


PEPPERED ROAST BEEF 

5 pounds beef round roast, well trimmed 
2 tablespoons oil 
1 teaspoon ground or coarsely-ground pepper 
1 medium onion, sliced 
1 medium carrot, sliced 
1 large stalk celery, sliced 
¥2 cup dry red table wine 

Rub meat with oil and pepper and place in an 
open roasting pan. Insert meat thermometer so bulb 
reaches center of thickest part. Arrange onion, carrot 
and celery slices around meat. Pour red wine over all. 
Roast uncovered in 350°F’. oven for 142 hours or until 
meat thermometer registers desired degree of 
doneness. If more liquid is needed, baste with 
additional wine during the roasting period. Do not use 
drippings from the roast for basting. Skim fat from 
pan juices or remove juices with bulb baster and 
discard fat. Spoon pan juices over thinly sliced meat. 
Makes 18 servings.

Today, the organization is 
celebrating its 10th anniversary 
and is called Family Crisis Re- 
source Center, Inc. and has a 
satellite office in Garrett 
County. Along with domestic 
violence programs, the scope of 
assistance now includes rape 
and sexual assault programs 

There was one fulltime em- 
ployee in 1978. Today there are 
nine fulltime employees, three 
parttime employees and four 
contractural employees 

The center has always pro- 
vided 24-hour availability 
crisis intervention, safe accom- 
modations, supportive counsel- 
ing, advocacy, accompaniment 
and a speakers bureau. Now the 
center also provides batterers’ 
program, children’s programs, 
parenting classes and a shelter 
home 

When the center opened 10 
years ago, it was funded solely 
by CETA and community con- 
tributions. Over the years, ad- 
ditional funding has been ob- 
tained through the Maryland 
State Department of Human 
Resources, Allegany County 
Government, Victims of Crime 
Act, Allegany and Garrett 
County marriage license fees, 
United Methodist Women Balti- 
more Conference and United 
Way 

Some 72 clients were served 
the first year of operation. In 
1987, 611 clients were served in 
the two-county area

LEMON VEAL WITH SPINACH 
1's pounds lean veal shoulder, well-trimmed, cut 
into cube 

3 tablespoons oil 
1 large onion, chopped 
‘, cup water 
| tablespoon lemon juice 
‘4 teaspoon pepper 
» teaspoon crushed fennel seed 
} green onions, chopped 
? packages (10 ounces each) frozen spinach leaves 
i lemon, cut into 6 wedges 

Brown veal in oil in large, heavy skillet. Add 
chopped onion, cooking until onion is tender. Pour off 
fat. Add water, lemon juice, pepper and crushed 
fennel seed. Cover and simmer over low heat 1 hour 
or until veal is tender, stirring occasionally. More 
water may be added if needed. Add green onions and 
spinach, Cover and continue simmering until spinach 
is tender about 5-10 minutes. Arrange veal on warm 
serving platter surrounded with a border of spinach.

WITH HERBED MOUSSELINE 
242 to 3-pound veal rib eye roast* 
4, cup each whipping cream and water 
2 tablespoons finely chopped parsley 
1 tablespoon each finely chopped fresh rosemary 
leaves and sage leaves

1/8 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper

rim veal rib eye roast, reserve 6 ounces lean 
meat trimmings. Butterfly the veal roast by cutting 
horizotally through the center (parallel to the surface 
of the meat) the length and width of the roast. Do not 
cut through the opposite side. Meat should lay flat. 
Place reserved 6 ounces meat trimmings, whipping 
cream and ‘4 cup water in food processor bowl fitted 
with steel blade and process until light and creamy, 
reserve. Combine parsley, rosemary, sage, salt and 
pepper, sprinkle evenly over cut side of veal. Spread 
reserved veal mousseline over herbs to within '-inch 
of edges. Starting with long side, roll roast jelly roll- 
fashion to enclose mousseline. Tie roast securing with 
string at 1 inch intervals. Place roast, seam side 
down, on rack in an open roasting pan. Insert meat 
thermometer so bulb is centered in the thickest part 
of veal but not in mousseline. Do not add water. Do 
not cover. Roast in 325° (slow) oven to medium. Allow 
approximately 22 to 26 minutes per pound. Do not 
overcook. Remove roast when meat thermometer 
registers 155°F. Allow roast to ‘‘stand’’ 15 minutes in 
a warm place before carving. Roasts continue to rise 
about 5°F in temperature to reach 160°F for medium. 
Meanwhile remove drippings from roasting pan and 
add enough water to measure 1 cup, reserve. Heat oil 
in roasting pan over medium heat. Add carrot, 
zucchini and onion, cook and stir 8 minutes. Combine 
wine and cornstarch, reserve. Add reserved pan 
drippings, reserved cornstarch mixture, beef broth 
and ‘2 cup water to vegetable mixture. Increase heat

Harford, Cecil and Kent 
Counties, for the fourth 
consecutive year, led the state 
in the number of persons ar- 
rested for arson, explosive and 
code violations with 88, while

Fire Deaths In 
Maryland Rise 
17% In 1987 


The number of deaths linked 
to fires in Maryland rose 17% 
from 107 in 1986 to 126 in 1987, 
according to statistics compiled 
by the Maryland State Fire 
Marshal's Office. State Fire 
Marshal Rocco J. Gabriele 
said, ‘‘We are very much con- 


erned with the increase in fire 


deaths, and believe that this 
clearly indicates a need for in- 
creased public fire safety edu- 
cation and fire protection for 
our citizens” 

Statistics gathered by the 
State Fire Marshal's Office 
indicate that the 126 deaths 
recorded in 1987 was the second 
lowest number of deaths in the 
state during the past six years 
In 1981, there were 114 deaths 
reported, which was the second 
lowest number of deaths which 
«curred in the state during this 
lecade. The highest number of 
fire deaths recorded for a single 
year was 178, which occurred in 
1975 

The leading cause in the ma- 
jority of fire deaths during 1987 
was attributed to the misuse of 
smoking materials. Approxi- 
mately 28 of the 126 fatalities 
were attributed to the use of 
smoking materials 

Children playing with 
matches and cigarette lighters 
was the second leading cause of 
fire deaths in 1987, resulting in 
the deaths of 16 Marylanders 

A survey of Maryland fire 
deaths indicated that the ma- 
jority of deaths which occurred 
in 1987 originated in the home 
Of the 126 fire fatalities report 
ed last year, 103 occurred in 
homes. The second leading area 
where deaths occurred was 
automobiles, accounting for 14 
of Maryland's fire fatalities 

Baltimore City experienced 
95 fire deaths during 1987 
Prince George's County experi- 
enced 24 fire deaths last year, 
while Balitmore County experi 
enced nine and Montgomery 
County only five fatalities 
during 1987 

There were six counties in 
Maryland which recorded no 
fire deaths in 1987, including 
Calvert, Carroll, Harford 
Howard, Kent and Talbot 

There are several factors 
which contributed to the in 
crease in fire deaths,’’ remark- 
ed Gabriele These factors 
included the continued apathy 
on the part of our citizens to 
practice correct fire safety be 
haviors and the failure to use 
and maintain smoke detectors 
correctly. We will continue to 
strive towards our goal of re 
ducing fire deaths to 100 or less 
by the year 1990 with increased 
public fire safety education pro

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Forages And Grazing To Be Topics 
Of Agronomy Field Day, March 3 


The average yield of hay 
crops in Garrett County is 
approximately two tons per 
acre. Statistics show that in 
order to economically break 
even that a person has to get a 
yield of at least two and a half 
tons of hay. Dr. Les Vough, 
forage specialist from the 
University of Maryland, will be 
presenting a program on 
‘Managing Your Forages for 
Economic Yields and High 
Quality,’’ at the annual 
Agronomy Field Day on Thurs- 
day, March 3, at the Bittinger 
Community Firehall. The pro- 
gram will start at 9:30 a.m. with 
refreshments and conclude at 
2:30 p.m. 

Since Garrett County is noted 
for its forage production it is 
very important that the farmer 
utilizes forage in the proper 
manner in his feeding ration 
The use of forages cuts down on 
feed costs. Dr. Kim Cassell, 
nutritionist, University of 
Maryland, will be speaking on 
‘Maximizing Forage in the 
Ration to Minimize Purchased 
Feed Costs." 

When animals are on high for- 
age rations and particularly 
pastures, there are some herd 
health problems that the 
farmer should be aware of. Dr 
Doug Carmel, Extension 
veterinarian, University of 
Maryland, will be presenting a 
program on ‘Parasitology, 
Metabolic Diseases, Selenium 
and Copper as it Relates to High 
Forage Rations."’

Of 
concern, are whether or not any

These sales cannot be justi 
fied solely on the premise that 
they will result in consolidation 
of the State forests with an 
improvement in their manage 
ment. Although isolated 
ages are proposed for inclusion 
in these sales, acreages that are 
currently a part of a coherent 
unit are also being off 
There is also about 33,000 acres 
of land whose sale is restricted 
by the federal government, the 
original owner lands 
cannot be sold without Congres- 
sional action; however, that 
possibility currently is being ex 
plored by local politicians with 
Representative Beverly B 
Byron.

The lands that can 
managed for multiple use will 
also be reduced by thousands of 
acres.

Up In December 


Despite Maryland's robust 
employment growth between 
November and December 1987 
the estimated monthly unem- 
ployment rate rose from 4.1 per 
cent to 4.2 percent, according to 
statistics released by the Mary- 
land Department of Economic 
and Employment Development 
(DEED) 

The jobless rate for Garrett 
County jumped nearly two per 
centage points, from 8.3 percent 
in November to 10.2 percent in 
December 

The increase in the state job- 
less rate is relatively consistent 
with past years’ estimates for 
December and matches that of 
December 1986. Nationally, the 
unemployment estimate drop- 
ped from 5.6 percent in No 
vember to 5.4 percent in De- 
cember 

The increase in the state job- 
rate November 
and December resulted from a 
statewide increase in the labor 
force by 11,188 persons to total 
2,416,104, and an increase in the 
unemployment count by 1,473

Participants learn about the 
unique health care problems 
found in small cities and rural 
area as well as the relationship 
between the community, its en- 
vironment and health and ill- 
ness.

For the twelfth consecutive 
year, the cost of a hospital ad- 
mission in Maryland rose at a 
rate the national 
average, according to Charles 
O. Fisher Sr., chairman of the 
Health Services Review 
Commisision, the state agency 
which regulates hospital rates 

rhe Annual 
Disclosure that cost 
per admissior 6.42% in 
Maryland last year, while the 
national 9.22%, 
Based on these figures, Mary

1987. Fisher congratulated 
Maryland's hospitals for this 
"excellent relative per- 
formance” in holding down the 
rate of increase in the cost of 
hospital care 

Fisher noted that in 1976 the 
cost of an admission to a Mary- 
land hospital was more than 
34%, above the national average 
and in 1987 it was 6%, below the 
national average.

Walter Sondheim, vice-presi- 
dent of the Commission, point- 
ing to the 3.7% increase in the 
Consumer Price Index, over the 
same time period said this is no 
time to relax. ‘‘The hospital 
cost and charge problems are 
not under control when they are 
escalating at well in 
excess of underlying inflation,” 
he said 

Kuhne noted that net patient 
revenue increased by 8.43%, as 
the combined result of a .18% 
decrease in the number of ad- 
missions, the increase in the 
charge per admission, the 
change in casemix and a growth 
in outpatient activity. He also 
noted the slight increase in 
equivalent patient days of 58,324 
or 1.3% 

Commissioner Ernest Crofoot 
noted the slight decrease from 
7.2% to 7.1% in the rate of un- 
compensated care was contrary 
to the recent annual increases 
in the bad debt rate.

The 
results-to-date of the 1988 Winter Olympics, which in- 
clude very few United States medals, are the best 
evidence that our athletes receive little or no help from 
our government. Unless an athlete is fortunate enough to 
have a private sponsor, he must pay his own way or give 
up his opportunity to become an Olympian. 

John Mcintee of Oakland is among this nation’s 
world-class athletes who has earned a shot at the Olym- 
pics, but must assume the great financial burden that 
comes with such an opportunity. He has already qualified 
for the Olympic Trials in the Modern Pentathlon, a sport in 
which he has placed as high as fourth in the United States 
and sixth in the 1984 Olympic Trials. In order to assist him 
with the many expenses associated with the necessary 
training and competition between now and the trials, The 
Republican Newspaper is presently conducting a fund- 
raising effort on his behalf. 

To our utter dismay, it was discovered this past week 
that the money we are raising for John will be taxable in- 
come to him, even though the contributions are tax 
deductible for the donor and even though the contribu- 
tions are going first to the United States Pentathlon 
Association, a non-profit organization.

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A Vicious Game... 


During every legislative session of state 
government there is a certain amount of tension 
bickering, and heated discussion among senators 
delegates, and the governor’s office, all of which 
hopefully leads to the great compromises that result 
in our state laws. The job is a gruelling one, 
involving long, tough meetings and little sleep for all 
of our elected officials, or at least for those who are 
properly representing their constituents. The 
philosophy that nothing good comes easy applies 
well in this complicated and serious business of 
legislation. 

However, tension, bickering, and heated 
discussion seem to be inadequate descriptions of 
what is going on right now in Annapolis. Terms such 
as fire and brimstone, back-stabbing, and vicious 
attacks are more appropriate in describing the 
present relationship between Governor Schaefer 
and the legislature 

Governor Schaefer's strong will, stubbornness 
and abruptness are not sitting well with the 
legislators, who feel the governor is attempting to 
railroad his desires with no compromise. The 
legislators are not used to this kind of treatment and 
are bound and determined to show this governor that 
he cannot, and will not, have his way 

The governor is frustrated and furious right now 
because many of his proposals are being rejected; 
and his apparent disdain for the media is showing, 
as he has cancelled his last two press conferences 
almost at the last minute 

While we recognize that some feuding is natural 
and necessary in this process, we believe things are 
a bit out of hand. The danger as we see it is that the 
relationship this governor and our 


reiawul 


legislature is going to continue to deteriorate unless 
the governor backs off a little and is willing to 
compromise. We also fear that some good 
legislation, that normally would have support by the 
majority of our elected officials, is going to be 
turned down by the legislators, simply to prove a 
point to the governor. In a negative relationship such 
as this, everything is counterproductive and an 
ultimate waste of time and money 

Also, while we agree that the media is at times 
unfair and even savage, we believe the governor is 
making a huge mistake by alienating them in this 
manner 

Politics often becomes nothing but a big, 
game, in which virtues such as common courtesy, 
respect and decency are tossed out the window. We

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A Drug Free America And 
Freedom In Central America 


by Ronald Reagan 

Recently, Nancy and I attended a very special meeting in 
Washington. It was a gathering of concerned citizens from every 
walk of life who are working with us to develop a national strategy 
to fight drug abuse in America; this is part of the White House 
Conference for a Drug Free America, which was established last 
year by Executive Order 12595 

A decade ago, drug abuse was ignored and, in some circles 
was even glamorized. It was fashionable. Comedians joked about 
drugs, trivializing the problem. Yet, there was legitimate reason 
for concern. Fathers and mothers saw their children wasting 
their Husbands and wives felt helpless as a loved one 
destroyed a marriage. And, as is so often the case, the children 
suffered most 

I cannot help but be proud that my wife, Nancy, took on the 
challenge of mobilizing our people against this evil. She came up 
with the formula that will make all the difference: Just say no. It 
is as simple as that. It is going to require all of us, working 
together, however, to help those we love and care for to just say 
no and live right. We have already made progress. First, and 
foremost, that complacent attitude has been replaced with 
vigorous and active involvement. Not only is the use of illegal 
drugs no longer accepted, but is, in many circles 
tolerated 

The old line about drug use being a victimless crime is being 
replaced with an understanding that the money spent on drugs, 
even by casual users, ends up financing murderers in South 
America as well as on our own streets 

At our recent meeting, the members of the White House Con- 
ference were joined by some 2,000 other activists who are dedi- 
cated to a drug free America. Whatever recommendations they 
ultimately make, it is clear there are no easy answers. We must 
continue to seek every opportunity to stop the sale and use of 
illegal drugs. Nancy, I know, has dedicated her life to this. Not 
just as First Lady, but as parent and good citizen. Our commit- 
ment will not end when we leave Washington at the end of my 
term. Nancy and I are dedicated to working with you in the years 
ahead to secure the gains we have made and to keep our country 
moving toward the goal of a drug free America 

This is truly a national crusade. Government will do its part 
Drug interdiction and well-equipped law enforcers are necessary 
Each one of us has a role to play. The strategy that is emerging 
will depend on the widest range of citizen involvement. And I 
know I can count on you because you feel as strongly about this as 
Nancy and I do 

We want everyone to have the opportunity for a productive, 
meaningful life. That also requires our country to be secure, 
which is why we have been so concerned about events in Central 
America 

Democracy has been progressing in that region, but one area 
where totalitarianism has a foothold could well undo all that has 
been accomplished. Nicaragua, with its communist regime, 
represses its own people and threatens its neighbors. If there is 
any lesson we have learned, it is that freedom and peace go hand- 
in-hand, so it is imperative we see democratic progress in

And in the past several months, under pressure from the 
democratic resistance, there have been some limited reforms

On February 3rd, to my disappointment, the 
majority in the House of Representatives noted to remove pres 
sure for further democratic reform. The Senate, on the other 
hand, agreed with me that we cannot leave those fighting for free 
dom in Nicaragua at the mercy of the communist regime and 
expect the process toward democracy to move ahead 

And already we can see warning signs. In just two short 
weeks, the Sandinistas Unreatened the 
country and rejected a cease-fire proposal which incorporated the 
essential elements laid out and agreed to last August. And in the 
first two months of 1988, Soviet military assistance to Nicaragua 
has almost doubled, compared to the same period in 1987. These 
are serious matters and it is not time for wishful thinking. We 
must face reality in Central America, or we will face the conse- 
quences. We must have a policy, everywhere in the world, based 
on realism and strength

Several states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia began ad- 
ministering the Revised Tests 
of General Educational De- 
velopment in January, accord

(essay). The essay questions
